In his larger field of work in New York City 
he showed that he was Cftptfelc of handling big undertakings, and his 
resignation as Consulting Engineer to the Aqueduct Commission was 
accepted with deep regret. 

Mr. Hill has always been a loyal Democrat. Many times he has 
been mentioned in connection with the high office of State Engineer 
and Surveyor. Init he has preferred to remain in private life. He is a 
public -spirited citizen and wields considerable influence in jwrty affairs. 
He is a mctnlicr of the Society of Civil Engineers, of the Xew England 
Water Works Commission.
